Double Patenting 

2. The rejection of claims 62-81 and 91-97 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-35 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,201,639 in view of Alexay et al, Essay titled "Fluorescence scanner 
employing a Micro scanning Objective" as made in the Office action of 3/6/2007 is 
overcome by the filing of the Terminal Disclaimer and the Oath on 8/1/07 which 
Terminal Disclaimer and the Oath are approved by the Office.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 62-81 and 91-97 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The wide field of view scanner as recited in each of claims 62 and 72 is 

patentable with respect to the prior art, in particular, the U.S. Patent Nos. 5,241,364; 
5,578,818 and 4,948,330 by the limitations related to the structure of the scanning 
assembly, the objective lens and the mirrors for providing light from a light source to a 
sample. While the use of a scanning assembly supporting an objective lens is disclosed 
in the art; however, the prior art does not disclose a scanning assembly having mirrors 
for supporting and displaced the objective lens wherein the light path has substantially 
constant length and extending partially over an axis of the scanning motion after 
emission from the light source to the objective lens as claimed. 

Regarding to the combined product as provided in claims 1-35 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,201 ,639 and the art provided by Alexay et al, Essay titled "Fluorescence scanner 
employing a Micro scanning Objective", the rejection of the present claims is overcome 
by the filing of the Terminal Disclaimer and the Oath on 8/1/07 which Terminal 
Disclaimer and the Oath are approved by the Office.
